THE POWERS STAND IN. 
HAY AGAIN AIDS CHINA. 
(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

WASHINGTON, July 9%.—Secretary 
Hay’s prompt action upon the appeal 
of the Chinese government, through 
Yuan Shi Kai and Minister Wu, reia- 
tive to the evacuation of Tien Tsin has 
met with success. The foreign gen- 
erals who have stood in the 
evacuation will receive 
from their home governments, and al- 
though one or two minor points re- 
main to be adjusted, it is believed that 
Tien Tein will soon be turned ve to 
to the Chinese authorities. 

Secretary Hay, doubting whether 
anything could be accdémplished di- 
rectly through the diplomats at Pe- 
king, though action there had been 
contemplated, decided to address him- 
self directly to the governments in- 
terested in the Chinese question and 
maintaining forces in Tien Tsin. This 
was done through the American Am- 
bassadors and Ministers resident at 
the various European courts and Tc kio. 
Answers have been received from 
nearly all of these. The latest to come 
to hand today were from France and 
Germany, and quite unexpectedly, they 
have all proven to be favorable to the 
United States contention. 

The powers are now agreed to in- 
struct their generals at Tien Ten to 
abandon the condition sought to be 
imposed as a precedent to evacuetion, 
that, save the small police force of 300 
men, the Chinese military forces must 
be kept at a distance of not less than 
thirty kilometers from Tien Tsin. Al- 
though there were some other objec- 
tionable features in the agreement 
which the generals required from the 
Chinese, they were. of comparatively 
little importance in the Chinese mind 
compared to this condition as to the 
position of the Chinese troops, und as 
this condition has been removed, a 
speedy conclusion is expected of the 
Tien Tsin negotiations. 


REFUND OF TAXES. 


RULBS FOR PHILIPPINES. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

WASHINGTON, July %.—The new 
Philippine civil government act pro- 
vides that all duties paid on articles 
subject to internal revenue taxes 
shipped to the Philippines since Novem- 
1901, under the decision of the 
Sccretary of the Treasury of that date, 
shall be refunded to the parties who 
have paid the same, under regulations 
prescribed by the Gecretary of the 
Treasury. Those regulations were is- 
sued today by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. They provide: 

“Claims shall be prepared upon forms 

issued by the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue for the funding of taxes, 
known as form (46, and shall be made 
under oath. The character of the 
goods shipped, the date of shipment, 
the amount of tax paid thereon, the 
name of the vessel and the name of 
the port to which shipped should be 
stated in the body of the claim. The 
claims should be supported, where 
possible, by clearance certificates end 
by an affidavit of the consignee, show- 
ing that the goods were actually re- 
ceived at a port of the Philippines. 
Where neither the clearance certifi- 
cates nor the affidavit of the consignee 
can be obtained, it will be necessary 
for the claimant to obtain the affidavit 
of the master of the vessel upon which 
the goods wgre shipped, showing what 
disposition was made of the goods.” 
The principal articles upon which re- 
funds will be made are whisky, beer 
and other vinous spirits, and walt 
liquors and tobacco. No estimate of 
the amount of money which will be 
refunded has been made at the Treas- 
ury Department, but it is supposed that 
it will aggregate several millions.

Circulars Sent Out Yesterday An- 
nouncing the Failure of the Hammond, 
Ind., Concern Which Operated in Horse- 


racing Pools and Paid Wonderful Divi- 
dends to Patrons.

NEW YORK, July 9$.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} The Times’ Chicago corre- 
spondent wires that hundreds of peo- 
ple living in Chicago and smaller cit- 
zes in Ilidois, Indiana and Wisconsin, 


dends from their investments in the Al 
a “get-rich-quick” 
concern, which operated in horse-rac- 
ing pools, received circulars this morn- 
ing announcing that the company had 
failed. The sums lost amount to hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. The 
towns that suffered most were Ham- 
mond, Ind., and Appleton, Wis. It was 
reported that the people of the latter 
town had suffered to the extent of $50,- 
000, and dozens of smaller cities are be- 
lieved to have fared almost as badly. 

Fetzer’s operations have been under 
the surveillance of the posta] authori- 
ties, but he managed his affairs so 
well that .the government inspectors 
have been unable to prove fraud up 
to the present time. Dividends of $5 
a week for each $100 invested were 
promised, and were paid punctually_up 
to last week. Fetzer was said to have 
had a system of playing the races that 
was a sure winner, and the success of 
early investors convinced the doubt- 
ing ones that his system was good. 

The head of the concern is said to 
have an office in Chicago, but the lo- 
cation is very uncertain. The head- 
quarters of the concern, from which all 
circulars were sent out, and where all 
money was received, were in Ham- 
mond, Ind. A poor widow, who had 
put in al of her savings, is now penni- 
less, and was obliged to seek ald from 
the city authorities. Local  sports- 
men, who are interested in horse rac- 
ing, were inclined to associate Fetzer’s 
company with those of Hugh Morris, 
who operated two concerns in New 
York City a year ago. Many Call- 
fornians have sums from 850 to $500 
invested with the Fetzer concegn. Em- 
ployés of one San Francisco paper will 
lose between $5000 and $10,000. 

Fetzer & Co. operated two Soncerns 
in New York, the Mutual Security and 
Cotperative Investment Association. 
The Coiperative pretended to operate 
independently, but it really was a 
branch of the Fetzer concern. The men 
behind the scheme are Hugo and 
Isaac Meyers. Hugo has been operating 
two books at the Chicago tracks. The 
concern aiso operated a branch in San 
Francisco. |

No better plan, indeed, 
could well be devised for the encour- 
agement of mediocrity and careless- 
ness, or even dishonesty, than to let 
Officials understand that, whatever 
their diligence, and ability, and loy- 
alty, they would be incontinently fired 
after the lapse of a few years. How, 
in the name of reason, could the 
United States government expect to 
obtain the services of thoroughly first- 
class men under such conditions, at 
a time when, according to the evidence 
of large employers of labor, thor- 
oughly reliable and capable men are 
so hard to find? 


REAT THEM ALL ALIKE. 
Washington dispatches state that 
the President is determined to prose- 
cute with vigor the campaign which 
has been begun to compel the trusts 
to obey the law. It is made apparent, 


in requesting Representative Littlefield 
to prepare an anti-trust bill for pres- 
entation at the next session of Con- 
gress, that he does not regard the ex- 
isting laws as sufficient for the effec- 
tive restraint of these industrial com- 
binations. 

It is understood that the measure 
to be drawn up by Representative 
Littlefield for the regulation of trusts 
will be of a much more stringent char- 
acter than the present laws, whicia 
have not proved adequate to all re- 
quirements. There is some danger, 
however, that Congress may overstep 
the mark in making a law that will be 
inoperative because of its extreme 
character. This would be worse than 
passing no law at all for the purpose. 

The fact must be steadily borne in 
mind, in the enactment and enforce- 
ment of legislation on this subject, 
that the rights of al! persons concerned 
must be respected. The men who 
have organized these associations 
have rights which must not be ig- 
nored, while at the same time 
the rights of the public must 
be as fully protected as possible. 
It will not do to pass from one 
extreme to another, in the expectation 
of remedying existing wrongs. 

So far as the trusts are violating 
the laws, they should be punished as 
the laws prescribe, and the viola- 
tions must be stopped. If the laws 
are defective they must be amended, 
within the bounds of justice, and as 
amended they must be enforced to the 
letter, and in a broad spirit of justice, 
expediency, and reason. But any at- 
tempt to work injustice, through the 
forms of law, will ultimately fail of 
its purpose, and wilfreact against the 
cause in behalf of which the injustice 
is attempted. The problem of regu- 
lating the trusts is a most intricate 
one, and it must be handled with the 
utmost fairness, sincerity, and states- 
maniike ability it success is to be 
achieved in the outcome. 

The law should be framed 80 as to 
be applicable to all forms of trus 
or industrial combinations whicii are 
or may be employed in restraint of 
trade. The regulation of trusts is a 
rightful subject for nationa! legisla- 
tion, because, under the present 
practice, corporations formed in one 
State are too often permitted to vio- 
late the laws of all States excepting 
their own. If a national law can be 
framed which will do away with this 
abuse, it will certainly be a bless- 
ing. 

In the enforcement of whatever ant!- 
trust legislation may be enacted by 
Congress, the fact should not be lost 
sight of that the so-called federations 
of labor, as at present organized and 
conducted, are in reality pursuing 
policies ahd practices which are, in 
epirit and purpose, virtually identical 
with the policies and practices of the 
great capitalistic combinations or 
trusts. The primary object of these 
labor trusts or combinations is to 
monopolize the sale of the commodity 


in which they deal—labor. This, it is 


needless to say, is one of the chief 
purposes for which industrial or 
capitalistic combinations are formed. 
The labor combination seeks, in fur- 
therance of its monopolistic objects, to 


Stile competition. That is precisely 


what the capitalistic combination, or 
trust, seeks to do. ; 

Thus, in their primary aims, the tw 
classes of combinations are practically 
identical. kt will not do to enact and 
enforce legislation against one class 
of trusts, and to allow the other class 
to violate the laws at their pleasure. 
Labor has no more right to stifle 
competition and to monopolize trade 
in a commodity than has capital. 
All combinations, like all men, must 
be equal before the law. The law can 
be no respecter of persons. It must 
protect the rights end the freedom of 
all—of the humblest citizen, as of thé 
millionaire. 

The rights of the individual who de- 
sires to labor, and to enjoy the fruits 
of his labor, without being compelled 
to join any kind of an industrial o-- 
ganization, are as sacred as those of 
the arrogant organizations which seck 
to monopolize the labor market. 
The rights of the small trader or 
manufacturer, who desires to conduct 
his business in his own way, without 
dictation from the capitalistic trusts, 
must be as fully protected as those 
of the great trusts wach seek to 
monopolize trade in the particular 
commodities in which they deal. In 
short, all must be held equa! before 
the law. and the rights of all must be 


protected.

Furthermore, it is 
asserted in unqualified terms, by one 
who was present at that meeting, that 
not 20 per cent. of those present then 
and there were sympathizers with 
Gage, and that the attempt to make 
it appear that Gage controls the situ- 
ation has stirred up feeling among the 
anti-Gage forces which will be ben- 
eficial to the opposition. So much for 
that.

Union Pacific Gelling Men —

CHICAGO, July 9.—The strike of tue 
freight handlers is virtually settled. 
Meetings of the strikers will be held 
tomorrow to ratify the action taken to- 
night by President Curran of the or- 
der and inasmuch as he stated tonight, 
after a conference with general man- 
ager of the railroads that he had agreed 
to their terms because the majority of 
his men were “going back on him,” 
there is little doubt of acceptance by the 
watts meeting cf strikers tomorrow. 

By the terms of the setilement the 
strikers accept the schedule of wages 
offered to them by the railroads om 
July 1. This schedule was emphatically 
refused by the strikers at the time it 
was made. It offered an average in- 
crease of 20 per cent. for all classes 
of labor connected with the Freight 
Handlers’ Union. The demands of the 
men would have made an average in- 
crease of, about W per cent. 

The railroads at the time of offering 
the increase July 1, said that under no 
circumstances would they recognize the 
union of the freight handlers to the 
extent of allowing the officers of the 
organizations to make terms for the 
men with the officers of the railroads 
by which they were employed. This 
was one of the chief reasons for the 
strike, the men insisting that the union 
de fully recogn'zed. 

The railroads have won a eomplete 
victory on this point.

The contract, which the Vatican pro- 
poses shall be signed by both parties, 
comprises twelve articles. 

The first article says the Philippine 
government is to buy the lands of the 
four religious orders concerned, the 
Holy See acting as intermediary. 

The second article describes what are 
the agricultural lands to be bought.

County Labor Council Ruises 
the Boycott on Beer and . 
Heels Officers. 


Two Times reporters attended the 
semi-annual meeting of the Los An- 
geles County Council of Labor last 
night; one was requested to leave in 
rather forcible language, by about two 
hundred and fifty men, wildly clamor- 
ing and shaking their fists in impotent 
rage, and the other remained through- 
out the proceedings. 

The reporters were not present by 
invitation; they just napp>ned 
N. 

As the one who left was passing out 

a storm of applause swept over ‘he 
delegates, in which the remaining re- 
porter joined heartily. 
a Last night was a great occasion for 
_ Organized” labor in Los Angeles. 
There were at least 200 delegates, in- 
cluding women, in the Council af La- 
bor Hall, at No. 438 South Spring 
street. The main event of the evening 
was the election of officers for the en- 
suing six months. The reporters were 
there for the news, and they got it; 
also some valuable hints as to how 
the Council of Labor is run. 

Jim Gray wes in the chair as presi- 
dent of the council. The first thing 
done was to get the word from 
every person present. his is the cru- 
clal test; if you have the password 
you are all right. A man went down 
one side of the hall and a woman par- 
alleled him on the other. In the cars 
of these the whispered the 
magic words. A ighboring delegate 
was kind enough to provide one of the 
reporters with the words, and he sed 
it on to the other.

GOV. SANGINES AND CHIEF OF 
POLICE GUADAJARA. 
Killing of a Prisoner Leads to Arrest— 
Trio of San Diego Jailbreakers Still 
at Large, and Many Searchers Out 

Leoking for Them. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SAN DIEGO, July 93.—The steamer 
St. Dennis, which arrived today from 
Lower California coast ports, brings 
word that Gov. Sangines and Chief of 
Police Guadajara are locked up in the 
Eneenada jail, the imprisonment being 
according to orders from the City of 
Mexico. The officials were in the En- 
senada quartette the other day when 
Lucianio Cabrera, a prisoner, was shot 
and killed. The charge has been made 


that Sanginez did the killing without 
just provocation. It has been also re- 
ported that the act was in self-de- 
tense, and again that the shot was 
fired by one of the guards. Orders for 
the arrest of the Governor to the po- 
lice here were called off last Saturday. 
The report is that the arrest of the 
two officials was by Capt. Gonzales, 
in command of the Mexican army in 
Lower California. The Chief of Po- 
lice was thrust into prison, while the 
Governor was confined at his house, 
guarded by a company of soldiers and 
was afterward transferred to jail. Gon- 
nes has been palced in charge of af- 
fairs pending the investigation of the 
shooting.

marry him. She listened to his allur- 
ing promises and soon wrote her hus- 
band not to send her any more money, 
inasmuch as she had all she needed, 
and would he please keep all he earned 
for his own uses? Now, says Fickus, 
who asserts that he has just learned 
of the circumstances of his wife's es- 
trangement, Hewitt won her back by 
promising her $20 a month for pin- 
money, a nice horse and buggy and a 
clause in his will giving her one-fourth 
of his $25,000 estate and the balance to 
their two children.

“First—That the work of Miss Uintah 
Carter, during the time she was super- 
intendent of nurses, was conducted in a 
careful and satisfactory 
manner, and that Miss Carter volun- 
tarily resigned her position on or abou.

she had not prior thereto, nor has she 
since, done any act that tended to a 
breach of discipline in the school, but 
on the contrary her work, during the 
time she was employed in said hospital, 
and ever since, has been of such char- 
acter as to sustain the well-earned rep- 
utation of the hospital as a training 
school for nurses. 

Second—The board finds that certain 
nurses connected with the hospital were 
guilty of a violation of some of the 
rules of the hospital, which said vic 
tion was not sufficient to cause their 
dismissal, and that false reports of 
these breaches of discipline caused other 
nurses in sald hospital to leave the 
training school—circumstances which 
would not have occurred if sald nurses 
had made an investigation as to the 
truth or falsity of said unfounded re- 
ports. And we especially desire to say 
that, after a full end fair investigation, 
the evidence shows nothing to throw 
suspicion on the character, honesty, in- 
tegrity or competency of either the dis- 
charged nurses or those that resigned. 

“Third—We find, after a full and fair 
investigation as to the management of 
the hospital, that the present manage- 
ment has carried out the plans of this 
board in a saisfactory and businesslike 

“For the purpose of maintaini is- 
cipline in said school, all — 
and regulations should be strictly en- 
forced by the administration, and that 
the best interests of the school would 
be subserved by a strict inquiry into 
any cause of complaint by the proper 
authority, and that nur-es desiring to 
leave aay cause should submit such 
cause to the management in wri 
investigation before leaving. 

“We recommend that the student 
nurses who were discharged or who re- 
signed, be allowed to return to the 
school and finish the course. upon mak 
ing written application to the authorities 
of the schoo! for reinstatement.
